BUSINESS. 

The yearis going out with an improved 
feeling in trade circles, better collections and 
a far brighter outlook than the situation 
some time ago seemed to promise. The last 
weekly clearing-house reports exhibited an 
aggregate of exchanges 20.4 per cent larger 
than for the corresponding week of last year. 
The railroads are taxed to the utmost to car- 
ry the freights offered, and report largely in- 
creased earnings, not only in the aggregate 
but per mile, as compared with this time last 
year. Last week theshipments eastward 
from Chicago were 50,933 tuns against 46,395 
tons the preceding week. All the steam 
ocean tonnage is chartered fora long time 
ahead, and for the first time in a year 
past sail vessels are chartered for grain 
at Boston as fast as. they arrive. 
During the last six weeks our At- 
lantic cities have exported 15,022,859 bushels 
of wheat, against 9,728,191 in the correspond- 
ing period of last year, and our cotton ex- 
ports footed up 1,115,401 bales, against 673,- 
289 last year. 

The foreign markets for our grain continue 
relatively firmer than the home markets. In 
the last nine months Germany has imported 
over 18,000,000 bushels of wheat, against 
9,000,000 bushels in the same time last year. 
In thirteen weeks ending November 235, the 
United Kingdom expended $12,000,000 more 
for imported wheat than during the same pe- 
riod of last year. The unfavorable seeding 
time across the water begets a disposition to 
accumulate large stocks of breadstuffs in an- 
ticipation of short crops next year. While 
our exports are very large and increasing, 
our imports have fallen off to such an extent 
that another influx of gold is anticipated as 
soon as the return of our recently called 
bonds from Europe is over. The only 
symptoms of dullness are traceable to the 
caution attending the readjustment of trade 
to a lower scale of prices and profits and are 
mostly visible in those branches connected 
with manufacturrs that have been over- 
stimulated by protection. 

The December reportof the department 
estimates the wheat crop at 500,000,000 bush- 
els; the corn crop at 1,625,000,000; the cotton 
crop at 6,700,000 bales. Hogs packed from 
November 1 to December9 are reported at 
932,000 against 1,089,000 same time last year. 
But the short corn crop sent all the hogs to 
market early last year, while this year’s 
abundance tends tolonger feeding. With all 
this wealth of products, a steady demand 
for it abroad, an abundant and stable cur- 
rency at home and transportation reports 
showing an unusual volume of exchanges, 
we carry over to the new year all the ele- 
ments and conditions of healthy activity in 
ali branches of business that have not been 
unwholesomely inflated by,protection. 


A SOP FOR KANSAS CITY. 

“Kansas City’s policies’”’ were elaborately 
expounded to the Jackson county members 
of the State Legislatare in a Kansas City 
Times editorial a day or two ago. It informed 
them that “Kansas City, and not St. Louis, is 
the point from which the leading political 
influences of the State are inclined to radi- 
ate.” The disposition of other sections of 
the State to combine with Kansas City in 
mutual accommodation votes, we are told, 
“has led to the advancement of Jackson 
county men and measures whenever the 
home influences were united in their be- 
half ;” and this fact, it is delicately hinted, 
is attracting a great many disappointed polli- 
ticlans from other localities to Kansas City.

favor the public measures which she may 
desire to advance.” Of these the Times 
sees fit at present to mention only 
a charter amendment scheme and the 
location at Kansas City of some sort of 
State institution, “penal, reformatory, litera- 
ry or eleemosynary.” This, we submit, is 
incredibly modest for “the point from which 
the leading political influences of the State 
are inclined to radiate.”” Some years ago, 
when they radiated for the squandering of 
$75,000 of the State’s money on a Kansas City 
Orphans’ Home job, they at the same time 
raked in for Jackson county three State offi- 
ces and the custody of the State’s money, 
and much. trouble and scandal ensued. To 
allay suspicion, therefore, we would advise 
Jackson not to hint at yearning for anything 
of an eleemosynary character this time. 
Something of a penal or reformatory kind 
would be more iu the way of her recognized 
claims. Her contributions are overcrowding 
all existing State institutions for convicts, 
and will soon compel us to establish a second 
and larger Penitentiary. The policy of lo- 
cating it where criminals most do congregate 
is beyond controversy, and the rural delegates 
will probably see at a glance that no place 
stands more in need of a penal and reforma- 
tory instituflon than the radiant City of the

DECLINED WITH THANKS. . 

From Major-General F. G. Pym, C. B., of 
the city London, Kingdom of Great Britain, 
otherwise unknown to us, but cheerfully ac- 
cepted by us as the original modern Major- 
General described in ‘The Pirates of Pen- 
zance,” and as a Companion of the Bath 
whom almost any one would choose asa 
companion if he were going to take a bath, 
we have received a proposition  (litho- 
graphed), about which our first idea was that 
the best thing to do would be to submit it to 
a vote of the readers of the Post-DISPATCH. 
Our second thought is to decline it with 
thanks. , 

This proposition is that the great Major- 
General has laid aside the armor of Mars to 
serve the wise Minerva, and in that capac- 
ity has assumed the management of a 
newspaper correspondence agency, located 
at the romantic address of No. 14, St Mary 
Axe. The proprietors of the above agency— 
who are also proprietors of several newspa- 
pers, names not mentioned, but we presume 
they are the Times and the Daily Telegraph— 
“have developed a new system of procuring 
information upon almost any subject,” which 
is really aremarkable development. In ad- 
dition to their own staff, which includes 
many able writers, they have secured the 
services of journalists of position on the Lon- 
don press. 

They would therefore—as they illogically 
put it—be glad to furnish the Post-DisPatTcH 
with a weekly or fortnightly letter, to be well 
written and to cost the modest sum of 
4s 6d (four shillings and sixpence each), 
which, with the balance of trade in our favor 
—as it is at present—would represent a trifle 
more than the dollar which is supposed to be 
omnipotent in America. These letters, we 
are assured, will be “lengthy and well writ- 
ten,’’ and “‘would deal with current topics 
political, literary, theatrical and social.” 

‘We regard a letter from a Major-General, 
whois also a Companion of the Bath, as 
worth at least a dollar, without regard to its 
length; but we are unwilling to make a reg- 
ular business of paying for them at that rate, 
as it looks like entering into a combination 
to depress the price of genius. The Posr- 
Dispatcu also has a staff which in- 
cludes many able writers; and, like 
Major - General Pym, we have secured 
the services of journalists of position, but 
we do not encourage them to write at the 
rate of four-and-sixpence a letter, because 
they conld earn much better wages guiding 
the flying mules of a bobtail car or “‘brak- 
If the newspaper cor- 
respondence agency of the Major-General 
(and Companion of the Bath) represents the 
highest development of English journalism, 
we would advise him to reorganize his corps 
and either revive his military experience by 
joining the Salvation Army or by organizing 
a street-sweeping brigade. It is useless to 
hone that first-class American newspapers 
will accept able and lengthy letters which are 
rated by their writers at no higher price than

Ir would be in better taste, not to speak of

THE St. Louis Club has passed very successfully 
through its annual election. Johu T. Davis was 
reélected president, E. GQ Simmons vice-president. 
In the selection of directors, however, the great 
question of Ohampagne vs. Tea was submitted to 
the suffrages of the members, and after a contest 
of the most exciting character the arrbitrament 
of the ballot decided conclusively for champagne. 
The “champagne directors” just elected are 
Messrs. John Plant and George Hopkins. The 
“tea and toast directors,’”’ whose standard went 
down before the onslaught of the wine faction, 
were Messrs. Brookings and Clark. 


THE annual report of the St. Louis Club goes to 
show that the principle upon which the Associa- 
tion was founded—to have the very best service, 
the best cooking and the best club that a lavish 
use of money could secure in this city—has been 
rigidly followed. Certainly the St. Louis Club 
must be considered a success. 


THE election of Col. Geo. E. Leighton to the 
presidency of the Historical Soricty was a well- 
deserved compliment. Col. Leignton is not only 
a rich man, a collector of books and art treasures 
und a pfogessive and wide-awake citizen, but 
what is more to the point in this connection, he is 
a thorough student of the history of Western dis- 
covery and settlement, and particularlyin this 
Mississippi Valley. Icould not help thinking in 
reading the report of the annual meet 
ing that the learned paper of Father 
Collet on the discovery ef ‘a pre-historic 
boneyard near Wiadikawkaws. wherever that is, 
was as much out of place in the proceedings of a 
Historical Society in St. Louis as the election of a 
local scholar like Leighton was in place, and it 
seems to mé thatif the Historical Society would 
pay less attention to flint chips, stone gods and 
other memorials of vanished races and do some- 
thing for the history of-St Louis, the said 
Histvrical Society would have more members on 
its list and more ducats in its treasury. 


OnE of the queerest pieces of absent-minded- 
ness on record ig to be credited to the Street De- 
partment. Probably under the impression that a 
granite pavement isathing of beauty in all its 
dimensions of length, breaath and thickness, the 
Board has not seen fit to raise foot crossings at 
the different street intersections. The conse- 
quence is that in weather like that with which St. 
Louis is now being favored it makes not an eighth 
of an inch difference in mud whether one crosses 
the street inthe middle of a block or at its end. 
Mud is like water in seeking its own level, only 
more so, and itis now seeking the level of ankle 
deep on mostof our granite highways. 


THE Press Club hag realized on its assets and 
closed its doors. Itis a pity that this club did 
not receive more cordial support from the fra 
ternity in St. Louis. In other cities, notably in 
New York and Chicago, the Press Clubs have 
flourished and are flourishing. In St. Louis the 
gentlemen of the press largely held aloof from the 
enterprise, and naturally it died. Journalists 
have a great many interests and ideas in common, 
but they are not good company for each other. A 
few years hence the experiment may be made a 
success. Plainly a Press Club is an impossibility 
in this city now. 


In the matter of clubs, however, St. Louis does 
not suffer, and it stands on a club-footing that al- 
most justifies one in calling it a club-footed city. 
The St. Louis Club has the best cook and the most 
money, the University Club has the best location 
and the largest membership (and the worst cook). 
The Mercantile Clubrates Al with every one 
who has enjoyed its hospitality; the Elks Club 
takes the horns among all the Elk organization of 
the country; the Germania isa solid German in- 
stitution, and the Israelites have two clubs of their 
own, one in the new Harmonie Building on 
Olive, the other in the old Dickson mansion, on 
Chouteau avenue. The West End Club, whose 
members are falsely accused of parting their hair 
in the middie and of smoking cigarettes, is dis- 
tinguished from other clubs by the personal 
beauty of its members, and it is needless to say 
that it is flourishing. This makes eight clubs, 
pure and simple (I do not -mean to say that the 
clubs are pure and simple), and if one were to 
count the dancing, singing and benevolent clubs 
I believe I could count about 800.

A Reminiscence of the War, 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. 

Edward Bates, Attorney-General, related 
to ine, two or three days after the fight be- 
tween the Monitor and the Merrimac, an_ in- 
cident connected with the sinking of the 
Cumberland, not noticed amidst the stir of 
war, but which should not be forgotten. 
The fatherof the Captain of the ill-fated 
sloop lived in Washington. At first the news 
came that the vessel had been surrendered. 
When it Was told tothe old man he burst 
into tears, declared that his son would never 
surrender the ship wliule alive, and at once 
mourned him as dead. So great was his 
grief that his friends flocked around him. 
expostulated that if the Captain was killed 
the fact would surely be mentioned, etc. 
But allin vain. The father knew his son 
was dead, and paid no attention whatever 
to all his friends could say ordo. When the 
true account came laterin the day, it added 
not a jot or tittle to his conclusions or sorrow 
so perfect was the contidence in the gallantry 
of hisson. The accounts atthe time stated 
that the sailors, as the ship was sinking, re- 
tired from deck to deck, tiring a broadside, 
and the officers saluting the flag as she went 
down. That was the received opinion 
in Washington at the time. Never did the 
fag of any nation receive a more heroic or 
sublime salutation. ‘The Monitor was in- 
jured and was brought to the navy yard for 
repairs. Some cane heads were made out of 
tue splintered wrought iron and ope was pre- 
sented tome. About three weeks after the 
battle of Shiloh | went over the fieid and cut 
a hickory cane near the little church where so 
many men fell. 1 put the Monitor cane-head 
on it, and although no poet 1 wrote and had 
inscribed on it this couplet: 

QO, qu’on inspirer aux peuples de la terre 

L amour de ia paix et |’ hunneur de la guerre. 

I have the cane yet. It was grazed by a 
ininie ball and struck by a buckshot and is 
thus a little deiaced.

WIRE'S WORK. 


Development of Electric Light in 
the City. 


- — 
——_— 


Extension of the Telephone and 
Telegraph Systems. 


The Post-Office Work of the Year--The Rail- 
way Mail Department--Street Car Lines-- 
The City’s Growth. 


There are in nightly operation in St. Louis 
7ll electrie lamps, of which 875 are of the 
Heisler pattern, 200 the Brush, 100 the Wes- 
ton and 36 the Fuller. The new lights put 
up during the year just closing were: The 
Union Depot and yards 60, the tunnel 12, 
People’s Theater 12 additional, Anheuser- 
Busch brewery 24, Southern Hotel 12 addi- 
tional, East St. Louis Elevator 18, Gerard B. 
Allen’s foundry 9, steamers City of Helena 6, 
C. P. Chouteau 6, and Calhoun 4, Humphrey 
Clothing House 12, Stout’s saloon 3, 
and the Fulton Iron Works 12, 
Aloe & Hernstein have just contracted for a 
twenty-light engine and apparatus which 
they will use for the illumination of Fourth 
street from Olive to Locust, renting the 
lights as do the Southern Hotel and People’s 
Theater Company. A Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter in conversation with Mr. Charles 
Heislertyesterday asked, ‘‘What are the pros- 
pects for a more general iJiumination of the 
streets by electricity during the next year?” 


“The prospect is very gloomy, in fact, 
I might say there is no spect 
of companies being forme to 
carry on the businessen a grand scale, so 
long asthe ordinance which prevents the 
running of our wires overhead is in force, 
Under the terms of that measure which l 
have no doubt originated with the gas com- 
panies, we can notcross a street with our 
wires. Itis impossible to bury an electric 
light wire and then use it. There may be 
wore of this business of neighborhood illu- 
mination but not much more. When the re- 
strictions thrown around our business by the 
city authorities are taken off there wili then 
be some prospects of a general electric illu- 
mination of the streets. It is bound tocome, 
but perhaps not next year.” 


The Telephone Service, 

The rapid development of the telephone 
service in St. Louls attests the favor with 
which this prompt medium of communica- 
tion is regarded by the business community. 
In spite of the annoyance ofcall and re- 
sponse ata much-used instrument, the tele- 
phone station has become an indispensable 
appendage to a large business establishment, 
and men wonder now how they managed to 


get along without the aid of “Central’’ for 
the thousand and one needs of a busy day in 
the years preceding the introductiou of the 
telephone. The Bell Telephone Company of 
Missouri has greatly extended its operations 
during the year, and increased its 
facilities for the dispatch of its 
patrons’ business. There are at 
present 1,014 telephone stations in 
regular daily use in this metropolitan cir- 
cult. ‘The company has extended the wires 
to Alton and Edwardsville and the telephone 
is now in active operation between St. Louis 
and those places on the other side. The 
suburban system is being perfected at this 
tine so as to include in the cir- 
cuit, very shortly, St. Charles, Kirkwood, 
Ciayton, Belleville and Mascoutah. - Durip 
the year the city wires have been remoy 
from housetops to poles. The underground 
system has not yet been given a trial here. 
‘Lhe city is divided into four districts. The 
Central, with its office over the Third Na- 
tional Bank; the West End, office 
on Leffingwell avenue, near Washington; 
the Southern, office at Third and Rutger 
streets, and the Northern, office at 1214 Caas 
avenue. Aboutl10,000 connections are made 
every week day. There are 540 wires run- 
ning intothe central office and the -service 
reyuires the attendance of twenty-two boys 
aud girls in the operating room 
to receive the calls and give the 
required connection. he rush comes in the 
eariy partof the morniug and in the later 
hours of the aiternoon. The parent com- 
pany in Boston derives a handsome revenue 
troin the development of the telephone busi- 
ness in St. Louis, but the Missouri Company 
is composed chiefly of St, Louis 
business men, and the managers’ board 
is made up entirely of locai magnates. 

Another establishment controlled by the 
Teiephone Company isthe American Dis- 
trict Lelegraph Company’s service on Sixth 
and Olive. tiere twenuty-lve messenger boys 
are kept coustantly employed delivering 
nutes, messages and packages for the public 
thruughout tue vast area Ol the metropoiis, 
The books show an average of 5,000 calis a 
monthin this branch of the service. ‘The 
couipany likewise Carries ona locai telegraph 
business at the Sixth street office,

The Railway Mail Service. 

Few persons have any idea of the extent 
of the railway mail system origivating here. 
This is the headquarters of the Seventh divi- 
sion of the United States, comprising Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Arkansas, Texas, Colorado, 
the Indian Territory and New Mexico. Itis 
superintended by Mr. E. W. Wartield who has 
a wide field to control, but he is equal to the 
task. ‘his vast system is supplied by twen- 
ty-three mail trains leaving the. Union Depot 
daily with raliiway postal caretibtached. or 
which 270 mail clerks are assigned. The 
Chicago and Alton Line takes out, morning 
and evening, the mails for lilinois en -route, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. There are 
twenty-eight clerks for this _ service. 

Lhe Ohie and Mississippi line takes, night 
and morning, a railway post-office car tor 
Baltimore. Jt supplies Southern Lilinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, the Southern States, and 
Washington, b. C, This service cails for 
twenty-tour clerks. 

The Wabash night express East line takes 
out a postal car with the maiis for Michigan, 
Canada, New England States, Northern 
Ohio, New York State and Northern Penn- 
syivania. There are sixteen clerks assigned 
to this line, 

The Vandalia tine, night and morning, 
takes a postal car with the mails for New 
York, Central Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, East- 
ernand Middle States. The morning car 
takes the Washington, D. C., mail. There 
are seventy clerks on ‘this mail line and they 
handie about 14,000 pounds weight of mail 


daily. 

The Missouri Pacific road, night and 
morning, leaves with a railway postal car, 
supplying the bulk of Missouri, Indian Ter- 
ritory, North Texas, Kansas, Southern Ne- 
braska, Coiorado, New Mexico, Arizona. 
This is the main artery for supply of the 
Pacitic Coast. There are forty-five mail 
clerks attached to this line, and they e 
about 22,000 pounds weight of jmail daily.

The lron Mountain morning express takes 
a railway postal car with the mails for Mis- 
souri, Southeastern Arkansas, Texas avd 
Louisiana. There are twenty-five clerks 
attached to this service, and the daily 
average dispatch from here is about 
6,000 pounds weight. Owing to the 
large increase in quantity and importance of 
mails between S%. Louis and the Southwest 
it has become necessary to put on an addi- 
tional line of postal cars on the Iron Moun- 
tain line between here and ‘Texarkana, 
Local mails along the line of route are car- 
ried by the Chicago connection of the Wa- 
bash, South Eastern Railroad, Indianapolis 
and St. Louis, Keokuk and 8t. Louis and the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy lines, 


The Telegraph Service. 

A powerful reflector of commercial devel- 
opment here is the rapid increase of tele- 
graph facilities. 
pany has received atand dispatched from 
its central office an average of 15,000 mes- 
sages daily throughout the year. It furnish- 
es constant employment for 140 to 150 opera- 
tors, male and female; from 
40 to 50 delivery boys and a 


large repairing force. The company has 
sixty branch offices in various parts of the 
city, including the exchanges, hotels, depots 
and business centers’ The St. Louis district 
of the Western Union lines comprises Mis- 
souri, Southern Kansas, Southern Colorado, 
Yew Mexico, Arkansas, Texas, Northern 
Louisiana and a portion of Iilinois. In 
i8s0 the St. Louis district covered 8,984 
miles of poles, 22,156 miles of 
wire, and the business was handled at 951 of- 
fices. In 1881 the business of this district 
was extended and the company owned, at the 
close of the year 11,944 poles, 27,715 miles of 
wire, and it became necessary to increase the 
facilities for the public by maintaining 1,017 
oftices. The St. Louis district at this time 
covers 13,136 miles of poles,31,319 miles ofwire, 
and there are 1,200 offices open for the receipt 
and dispatch of messages. The total number 
of messages handled last year in the St. 
Louis district was 9,712,869, and during the 
resent year to date 9,935,181 messages have 
bees handled in this district by the West- 
ern Union Company. Fifteen new telegraph 
circuits from without the city have been 
added to the St. Louis offices during the year, 
and a number of others are now under con- 
struction. The convenience of the telegraph 
system is appreciated more and more every 
year by every ciass, and the business 
to Chicago especially is inecreas- 
ing rapigly. ‘The smaller _merch- 
ants use the wires very much 
now, and the night service at reduced rates 
is freely taken advantage of. A consider- 
able local service is marked in the figures of 
the year’s increase, the fifteen-cent message 
system to ony part of the city becomin 
popular with retail business houses an 
their patrons. ‘The numerous branch 
throughout the city are main- 
tained simply for the conveniénce of 
the public. Maj. L. C. Baker, district 
superintendent, states that they are not all 


paying branches.

commenced operations in St. Louis last 
lts headquarters are located at 


Exchange. Like all 
comers in the fieid it did a 
fine opening ,.month’s business. Throughout 
the year it has maintained a good average, 


and during the faillthe volume of messages 


hand!ed showed a large increase of business. 
The figures of the present month show the 
business to have quadrupled the boom of the 
opening month. The daily average of mes- 
sages handled during the month has 
been 1,179. The Mutual Union’s wires extend 
north and northwest and south to 
Louisville. The stock of 51,000 shares is 
controlled by William T. Baker, president of 
the First National Bank, New York; Asa F. 
Potter, of the Maverick Bank, Buston, and 
Geo. Wm. Bellew, of New York. ‘lhe com- 
pany has entered the St. Louis field without 
much loeal litigation. Some of the Second 
street property-owners opposed in the courts 
the erection of poles on the sidewalk, but 
they were defeated in the higher courts and 
the poles wentup. A popular move of the 
Mutual Union company was the establish- 
mentofa 25 cent rate to Chicago. For.a 
next-door neighbor the Mutual has. 

THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO TELEGRAPH 

COMPANY. 

The business of this company opened up 
November 25, 1881. The result of the first 
years work has been eminently 
satisfactory, the returns warranting a distri- 
bution of turkey tothe local force. ‘The wires 
extend east to New York, via Baitimore, 
Cincinnati, etc.; to Chicago via Cin- 
cinnati, and to Richmond, Ya. The 
stock is controlled by Eastern capitalists. 
John W. Garrett is president, and Geo. 
Frick general manager. ‘The local business 
of the year shows an average of 1,000 nies- 
sages handled dally at this office. The com- 
pany, bas established branches at the Cot- 
ton Exchange, Merchants’ Exchange, Lin- 
dell, ‘Tony Faust’s and 3817 North 
Second strreet. It met with some 
legal opposition establishing its poies 
on the Second and Pine and Chestnut street 
sidewalks but, the courts decided uitimately 
in favur of the new telegraph companies. 
The Baitimore and Ohio Company has the 
rigut of way for its poles over the belt line on 
the Lilinois side, and its efforts at this time 
are directed to securing connection 
with St. Louis by, the Beit 
Line route for the Chicago Board of Trade 
Telegraph Company. The Western’ Union 
Cuimpany obtained a preliminary injunction 
in the Belleville courts restraining the Buard 
of Trade Cempany trom the use of the Beit 
Line track for the erection cf its poies, and 
the operations of the Chicago company are 
suspeaded for @ time. There ‘is nothing, 
however, to prevent their crossing the river 
by cabie above tie bridge, in the Brooklyn 
district, and extending poles thence to tue 
St. Louis office, estaviished on Pine street, 
opposite the Exchange. This will probably 
be done, and the merchants of Chicago aud 
St. Louis will then have control of a loug- 
wished-for speciai Wire service. 


Street Car Lines, 

Little of interest occurred during the past 
year among the street railroad companies. 
The Chouteau avenue lines received exten- 
tions of their charters, the new conditions 
imposed by the city being an annual tax on a 
percentage of the receipts.

In the letter carriers’ de- 
partment 114 carriers receive $1,000 per an- 
hum; seventeen are $800 and 
one auxiliary, $600. The need of a postal 
savings bank for the receipt of small deposits 
is ssroney felt here, and the working class 
would gladly avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to securely deposit their savings. 
Sooner or later the British system may 
adopted here,and the establishment of a postal 
telegraph service may be counted among the 
possibilities of the postal department’s 
future.

THE SKELETON TRADE, 


Extent and Profits of the Traffic 
Human Bones Here and Elsewhere. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


“If yez don’t moind stayin’ alone wid thim 
human craturs’ bones jist go up to the third 
flure boick and wait until the docthur comes 
in,”’ said a brawny Irish girl as she directed 
the reporter how to proceed up to the little 
room occupied by Dr. Welnrich, an enthus- 
jast.c collector, bleacher and articulator of 
bones and skeletons. The room certainly 
was not an inviting place in which to pass a 
lonely hour if the visitor happened to enter- 
tain any superstitious prejudices 
vgainst the society of two gaunt 
skeletons, half a dozen grinning skulls, 
some ribs and thigh-bones and other choice 
selections from the human frame which lay 
about the sleeping apartment in artistic con- 
fusion. Stuck between the teeth of one of 
the heads was the ductor’s pive, and one of 
the skeletons, in a cabinet that looked like a 
burial casket standing upon an end, had an 
umbrelia leaning against a bony hand and a 
pair of rubber overshoes on the feet. Before 
the reporter had time to become better ac- 
——— with the sepulchral surroundings 
the genial littie doctor, who, though now en- 
gaged in mercantile pursuits, still clings 
iondly to his anatomical stadies, entered the 
room and greeted him. The newspaper man 
called his attention to the umbrella and over- 
shoes whica had been so thoughtfully fur- 
nished the skeleton and suggested that ar 
ulster would doubtless be a must seasonabie 
acquisition to the outfit of the departed. 

THE DEMAND FOR SKELETONS. 

The doctor chuckled with good humor and 
said: “Oh, that’s one of Frank’s tricks. He’s 
my chum and occupies the adjoining room. 
He’s a good fellow, but he has no reverence 
for these emblems of man’s mortality. These 
poor, silent sentinels have long ago become 
used to his indignities.” 

When the anatomist had warmed his ting- 
ling tingers by the stove and had séttled him- 
self back in an easy chair, the reporter ex- 
plained that the object of his visit was to 
learn something about the vaiue, the demand 
and the supply of human frames and their 
component parts. 

“Well, as to the demand,” he said that va- 
ries greatly, though at present itis good and 
likely to continue so. Until about a year 
ago physicians and students used to be very 
easily satistied. ‘They would content them- 
selves with an artificial skeleton or one of 
their own construction. And I have seen 
some of these figures most ‘fearfully and 
wonderfully’ made. The work of preparing 
the bones and articulating them is one re- 
quiring not only nice skill, but a knowlege of 
some very Valuable secrets in the art of 
bleaching the bones. ‘These are known best 
by the French, and the Americans have 
only half mastered the way, though there is 
a@ very perceptible improvement.”’ 

“Are there many skeletons prepared in 
this country ?”’ 

“Oh, there are plenty of home-made ones, 
but comparatively few are made for sale. 
And yet this country furnishes greater ad- 
vantages for obtaining the specimens than 
any otner. There are a few makers in New 
York who do very creditable work, but it 
looks clumsy in comparison with the neatily- 
joined bones of a French figure. 

AN ARTIST ON SKELETONS. 

“The English come next to the French in 
skill,” continued the speak “and some 
very pretty ones come from Norway. The 
business of importing these skeletons is now 
quite extensive and is carried on by nearly 
ali the large firms who deal in surgical in- 
struments. ‘bere is one Frenchman in New 
York who can produce as fine skeletons as 
can be purchased abroad, but he values his 
skill so much that he will charge you quite 
as much for a form as you would have to pay 
toimportene. There is almost an open fold 
to fortune in this country for a good maker, 
asthe prices of corpses are so much lower 
than those prevailing abroad that he could 
afford to underseil the foreign makers and 
yet realize a very handsome profit.”’ 

“Which is valued the most, the skeleton of 
awmaieorofafemale?” _ 

“Strange jo say,” continued the doctor, 
“the male form is much preferred. Theskel- 
eton of an indian used to be of great value, 
because it was generally better developed in 
all its parts than that of a white man. As to 
prices. they vary according to the degree of 
workmansnip, development of the subject, 
size and color. You can buy some skeletons 
tor forty-tive dollars and others will cost you 
ninety or one hundred dollars. Four years 
ago youcould have bought the former for 
thirty-five or forty dollarsagnd the better 
ones for sixty and sixty-five dollars. 

VALUE OF 8KULLS AND BONES. 

“Skulls are vaiued according to the number 
of sections into which they are divided,” 
the doctor went on in a cheertul tone. 
‘‘Some may be had nicely prepared for fifteen 
doliars and others will cost as much as forty 
doliars, These are the imported ones I refer 
to. But there are other importations besides 
skeletons and skulis. For instance, you can 
order a good heavy pair of thigh-bones for 
five or six dollars.’ 

“How long wilt - og sage keep a 

““Many years, 1ey be properly prepared. 
Some sjakeine of bieaching them cause them 
to decay very rapidiy. Various attemps have 
been made by anatomists and scientists of 
this country to discover the French — 
of whitening them, but no very satisfactory 
results have yet been obtained. I have been 
experimenting upon bones for many years, 
and I flatter myself that I have got as close 
to the method gs anybody, but I can't claim 
to have equaled it, by means. But i'm 
hopeful yet, and if If ever do hit upon the 
secret 1 know that I and my friend there 
with the umbrella and overshoes will soon be 
able to change our home from the “third floor 
back’ of a Tweifth street boarding-house to 
something more palatial.

To be “pickayunish”’ 
is the sum of ali villanies, and “the purest 
treasure mortal times afford” is a reputation 
for “cleverness.” A man may drink, fight, 
beat his wife, let his children go naked and 
unclothed, and never pay a debt, but if he 
will sell corn in the fall to his more thrift- 
less nejghbors at forty cents a bushel, and in 
the spring buy seed for himself at a dollar, 
he is a “‘powerful clever man” andithe popu- 
lar idol. Business habits are scorned as un- 
neighborly and mean. ‘I never measures 
what I lends nor what I gives back,” is the 
proud boast of the woman witha “dipping” 
stick in the corner of her mouth. 

Asa class, they are less hopeful than the 
blacks, less teachable, and less anxious to 
better themselves. Slavery shows its worst 
effects in them in their lack of forecast, en- 
ergy, and ambition, and in their love of ig- 
norance. Most of them neither own, nor 
care to own land; but rent, or live as ten- 
ants.

During the sweet potato season the “cro 
per” lives in clover, and feels no earthly 
need, if to that adored vegetable he may add 
a sufficient quantity of strong black coffee. 
While the potatoes last he eats little else. 
When — are gone he attacks his store of 
maize, and now the accompianment of his 
coffee is a liverlike compound of corn meal 
and water, baked before the fire. Before 
spring he reaches the lowest round in his 
ladder of living, and is subsisting on ‘‘cow 
peas.”’ he owns a cow he is rich, indeed, 

Experience teaches him no foresight. To 
use corn while he has sweet potatoes left 
would strike him as needless and foolish self- 
denial. We confess to have attempted a lit- 
tle impersonal moralizing on the propriety of 
laying up store for winter and old age, and 
to have n met with this sage plece of 
philosophy: “I ‘low that mebby [li not 
never be old, and what I uses, I hev.” 

They are as unanimous for their children 
as for themselves.

Tiddiehammers, was in the Home Guard 
during the war and is now a distinguished 
member of the Repudiation Republicans. His 
political course failed to meet the approval of 
Capt. MacMickie, who wrote for the Wallo 
er a spirited article called ‘“Tiddiehammers's 
Terrible Turpitude,” criticising T.’s political 
course in a somewhat lively manner.

This condition of affairs 
is due to the sturdy and successful efforts of 
the St. Louis merchants, who have for years

Twenty years ago New York monopolized 
the woodenware business of the country;

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Packing-Houses and Their Capacity. 
The full capacity of our principal packing- 
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Cotton, 

To any one not aware of the exertions made 
by St. Louis factors and others interested in 
the trade, the wonderful growth of the cotton 
trade of this city has been a source of sur- 
prise. Since the season of 1872-73. when the 
receipts were less than 60,000 bales, there has 
been an almost steady growth in this busi- 
ness, until now St. Louis is the second larg- 
est interior market for the sale of cotton in 
this country. This may be credited entirely 
to the combined exertions and influence of 
the St. Louis cotton merchants and to the 
railroad managements. ‘The receipts of the 
last season were smaller than those of the 
preceding, but this does not really indicate a 
decrease in the trade, as the percentage of 
falling off in this market was not greater, if 
as great, as in other markets. The 
causes contributing to this decrease 
were felt everywhere and naturally 
followed on what was a short crop in the 
South.

trade, and the far-seeing policy of those 
interested so built their warehouses and 
compresses that the railroads and and steam- 
boats discharge at their very doors and at 
once, every bale of cotton is placed under 
cover, and when shipped the Eastern ear is 
brought to the door of the warehouse; and 
thus the condition of St. Louis cotton has 
become favorably known wherever received. 
The cost of handling has been reduced toa 
minimum; there is no drayage to and from 
the warehouse. no charges for watching, 
no «hance for pilfering whilst being 
drayed through the streets or lying exposed 
on wharves or on platforms or elsewhere: 
but as soon as received, and until shipped, 
is under the care and control of safe and re- 
sponsible warehousemen. This insures to 
the planter or merchant shipping to this 
market an advantage which no other market 
has as yet offered. The trade of a countr 
naturally follows the produets of its soil. 
So in St. Louis the shipper of cotton finds a 
cheaper market in which to purchase his 
supplies, whether it be of fo or manu- 
factured articles, and when exchange is 
needed it is supplied here as cheaply as at 
any other city. Thus St. Louis offers many 
advantages as a cotton market: First—To the 

lanter, in the facilities for shipping 

y rail, which is as cheap 
and more expeditious than the long water 
routes, and in the lesser oon in the handling 
of the stapie, on account of superior facil- 
ities for storage and compressing, and as the 
cheapest market for the pu chase of the nec- 
essaries and luxuries of life. Second—To the 
cotton buyer, in the better condition in 
which he receives the cotton, the facilities 
in shipping to the consumer at equal or less 
cost than any other competing market. Con- 
sidering these facts, it is reasonable to expect 
that the cotton trade of St. Louis will con- 
tinue to increase and to control all the cotton 
grown contiguous to the railroads in Missou- 
ri, Arkansas, Texas and the Indian Terri- 
tory.”’

The receipts over the Indianapolis and St. 
Louis Railroad and the Chicago and Alton 
and other roads will aggregate about 
8,000,000 bushels more, bringing the entire 
amount up to nearly 48,000,000 of bushels.

Hoes—Like the cattle market this one has 
been «flected by the same causes, the short 
corn cree having materially lessened the re- 
ceipts a little over half. Higher prices pre- 
valiing at other markets have had considera- 
ble todo wivh this decline, and a great deal 
of country tributary to this city has sent its 
hogs elsewhere, attracted by better prices. 
One great source of complaint against this 
market, and one that has hurt it more than 
anything else, is the poor facilities for trans- 
porting stock from the west to the east side.

Live Stock. 

CATTLE—But little can be said in favor 
of this market for the year now drawing to 
aclose. As regards receipts, a glance at the 
table given below will show a falling off in 
the receipts of almost 75,000 head, a large 
decrease and one which has had a marked 
influence upon the trade. This decrease is 
to be ascribed to various causes, but chiefly 
to the short crops of 1881, which curtailed the 
operations of stock-raisers and farmers ma- 
terially, Business has undergone the usual 
changes and fluctuations characteristic of 
this branch of the live stock trade, but, if 
anything,in a more intensified form, at times 
being at so low an ebb as to discourage deal- 
ers considerably. ‘The very poor quality and 
small number ofthe arrivals have been a great 
set-back to active trading, tending to keep a 
certain class of buyers, such as Eastern and 
interior shippers, but especially the 
former, out of market at times 
entirely. leaving sellers dependent 
upon local dealers. A noticeable 
fact connected with the year’s market is that 
good heavy native cattle have sold at figures 
lower, and poor, thin and common stuff, such 
as cows and heifers, at correspondingly 
higher figures than prevailed last year, This 
was due tothe scarcity of the first-named.

D. Lee was the first gentleman visited. In 
reply to the reporter’s first interrogatory Mr. 
Lee said: 

“The prospects for next year’s business are 
exceedingly good. Thisis the time of year 
wheu people who contemplate building new 
houses arrange their affairs with architects, 
and so, of course, lam abie to speak with 
considerable certainty on the subject. 

‘““Have you made many contracts already ?” 

“Yes, sir. I think shall erect about 
$500,000 worth of new buildings for my cli- 
ents during next year. 

*‘Do you think that the high price of brick 
has retarded the building industry very ma- 
terially during the past year :”’ 

“It would not appear so.”’ 

“One would suppose that such would be the 
effect,’’ remarked the reporter. 

“Yes,” said Major Lee; “‘but you must re- 
member two things: First, that this bas been 
a year of uncommon prosperity. A great deal 
of money was made iu almost every line of 
business, and when people have surplus 
money they naturally seek an  in- 
vestment for it, and improved 
real estate readily suggests itself 
as the safest formof an investment. Sec- 
ondly, you must remember that if the price 
of brick has been high, other materials used 
in the construction of new buildings have not 
advanced materially, if at all.”’ 

Maj. Lee preferred not to give the reporter 
any details concerning the important new 
buildings which he has contracted to build 
during the coming year, remarking that it

MR. HENY G. ISAACS, 
another of the architects of the city, takes 
the same hopeful view of the future as Maj. 
Lee. He said: 

“There is every reason for believing that 
next year’s business will beas good as this 
year’s. Nothing is so costly a luxury as un- 
improved real estate, and there is a consid- 
erable amount of that still in St. Louis. 
People with unimproved real estate in their 
hands are naturally anxious to better the 
condition of their property, and a prosperous 
busines year means activity with builders. 
There is every promise that the prosperity 
which has blessed the country this year will 
continue next year, and on this account I 
confidently = on seeing a great number of 
new and valuable buildings erected in 1883.” 

MR. THOMAS WALSH, 
the veteran architect, Was not at his office 
during the reporter’s visit, but his assistant 
spoke in the same tenor as Messrs. Lee and 
Isaacs had done. At the reporter’s request 
for information concerning important con-

Unlike the present structure, 
room will & but one s in height, the 
windows extending from the floor to a 
42 feet 6 inches above its lev and 
thence in a semi-circular head to a point 
thirtv-one feet above the floor 
window ten feet wide and thirty-one feet 
high.

The interior of this engine-room will be 
the only interiorpart of the entire extension 
upon which any .especial endeavor will 
made to decorate or beautify the walls. 
They will be built up with an enameled 
brick dado to a height of about eight feet, 
with a border of molded terra cotta at the 
top; thence a plain five stock brick wall to 
the gallery brackets, where a few courses of 
enameled brick will be used to relieve their 
bareness; then another dado of enameled 
brick and terra cotta from the gallery floor 
to the spring of the arches. ese arches 
upon the interior are semi-circular on the 
under side and finished with a two-centered 
arch at the top.
